Fight-Story Theater and 
Office Building.

Broadway is to have a new theater, 
with daily matinees as a feature. and 
probably W. J. Davis of Chicago as 
ger R. H. Cornell, real estate of- 
icer of the Commonwealth Trust Co., 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday 
that plans have been drawn and leases 
»btained for’a theater and office build- 
ing on the’ southcast corner of Broad- 
way and Pine street. 

The theater entrance will be on 
Broadway. “The building will have a 
yBroadway frontage of 172 feet, from 
the corner to the Times Building, and 
will extend 8 feet on Pine street. It 
will be eight or ten stories -high and 
wll cost about $500,000. 

The land ig appraised at $900,000. The 
leases, to run 99 years, will pay 4 per 
‘cent on this valuation, or $36,000 a 
year, 

August Gehner owns the _ corner 
property, fronting 65 feet on Broadway. 
The rest is owned by the Tyler estate, 
the Nelson estate and another proprie- 
tor. Mr. Cornell says most of the 
money needed has been substribed al- 
ready by Broadway realty owners. The 
Nasional Bank of Commerce, which con- 
trols the Commonwealth Trust Co., 
through which the deal is being pro- 
jected, owns much Broadway property 
in the vicinity, and it is stated the ob- 
ject of a new theater is to rejuvenate 
that part of Broadway. 

Mr. Cornell would not admit W. J. 
Davis is to be lessee of the theater, but 
he did not deny it. 

“We have oa tenant for the theater,” 
he said, “but his name I-cannot divulge 
at present.”

companions, who seem to fiave tolii Mr. 
Rasmussen. a tale entirely different 
from that reported by members of the 
Peary expedition, Mr: Rasmussen's rea- 
sons follow: 

1. Start of the expedition and 


the goal was reached because the 
spot was not the least different 
from All thie other ice they had 
pasaed over. They had often ask- 
ed Couk «<o return but that was 
only because they ‘had a feeling 


the route. The start from Annootok 
took place according to the Eskimos 
exactly at the time given: by Dr. 
Cook. The expedition went over 
Ellersinere Land and througr ithe 
sound which separates that land 
frem Heiberg Land away from sn)re 
and out on the actual Polar ice. Help- 
ing with sledges went only Cook 
and his two men, Ah-We-Lah and 
I-Took-a-Shoo. After they reached 
the. Polar ice and the little party 
had gone directly to the North, the 
two Eskimos knew that the goal was 
the pole. 

The direction was well known 
to them through Peary’s many 
expeditions in which most of the 
men ‘of the tribe at one time or 
another had taken part. While 
Peary used to start from the 
north point of Grant’s Land Cook 
selected a western route because 
he, on the basis of Peary’s ob- 
servations expected to find better 
ice conditions there, a supposi- 
tion which turned out to be cor- 
rect, #0 the Eskimos who krnow 
the conditions north of Grant’s 
Land say. 

The friends of Ah-WeLah and I- 
Took-a-Shoo assert that the expe- 
ditiomhad good ice and good weather 
and that the ice became better the 
further they came on the Polar sea. 

2. How far did the expedition go 
from shore? The Eskimos, of course, 
cannot give the distance in figures, 


that they were very, very far 
from shore and that they would 
never get back alive again. 

It ils therefure apparent that 
the expedition was not forced 
back by the hindrance of ice, but 
because the leader said the goal 
had been reached. 

4. How was the equipment? The 
Eskimos, who have often seen the 
start of expeditions, have only praise 
for the manner in which Cook re- 
duced his equipment to the minimum, 
by which he increased the chances 
of making quick journeys. The food 
be carried along was greatly com- 
pressed and did not weigh more than 
the dogs could drag. Furthermore, 


‘the expedition had a great advantage 


during the voyage over Ellesmere 
Land, through hunting musg oxen to 
get the dogs well fed so that they 
when the final start began, were in 
splendid condition. The Eskimos 
think it of great importance that 
the dogs on starting had not been fed 
on pemmican, but on fresh meat. 


To sum up the Eskimos think 
that Cook reached the goal and 
that he during the voyage show- 
ed great nerve and energy. The 
Eskimos are very gied that the 
pole has been discovered as the 
many expeditions which during 
the last few years have been sent 
to these regions took away from 
the tribe its best men. 

They are at the same time very 
proud of I-Took-A-Sheo. and A-We- 





but they say on the journéy over the 
ice. field from the shore the sun be- 
gan to appear and stood high in the 
sky and at last did not disappear so 
that it was seen almost before they 
reached lend again. Furthermore, 
they have said that it was autumn 
before they decided to go into win- 
ter quarters before the return jour- 
ney to Anartook.

“These statements, thereforé, amount 
to the same as Cook's, who gives Sep- 
tember as the month in which he de- 
cided to go into winter quarters at Cape 
Sparbo, on the south side of Jones 
Sound.” ,

TO BE VICTIMS OF HOOKWORM 


Members of Football Team Af- 
flicted, Which Accounts for 


Poor Showing. 
By Associated Press. 

ATHENS, Ga., Oct. 21.—The prevalence 
of the hookworm, which certain scien- 
tists have ascribed as the cause of lazi- 
ness among the students of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, is causing the faculty 
alarm and a campaign has been deter- 
mined upon to eradicate the parasite. 

Dr. J. C. Bloomfield, president of th 
City Board of Health, has been exami: 
ing the students at the request of t! 
faculty, and he reports thdt at least ; 
per cent are suffering from the hook 
worm. Many examined, Dr. Bloomfield 
states, are members of wealthy fami- 
lies, which, in his opinion, discredits the 
belief that the disease is prevalent only 
among the poorer classes. 

Some afflicted with the hookworm are 
menibers of the university football team, 
and the physicians say the hookworm 
undoubtedly is responsible for the poor 
showing the team is making as one 
effect of the parasite is extreme physi- 
cal sltuggishness. 

Since Dr. Bloomfield’s report’ the 
faculty has been looking into the class 
standing of those afflicted, and in every 
case it is lower than those free from 
the hookworm.

PARIS, Oct. 12.—‘“Let us call Africa 
to eur .aid.". Such is the proposa] which 
is being earnestly made by M. Messimy 
and Col. Maniginn, who are both recog- 
nized authorities on military matters. 
it means that ldrge contingents of 
Arabs- and other natives of France's 
possessions in the Dark Continent should 
be raised and trained with a view to 
coming to her assistance if she should 

ever be engaged in war in Europe. 

This is not a novel idea, as M. Mes- 
simy has, in an interesting article on 
the subject, explained that two years 
ago compulsory service for the Alger- 
lans.was suggested. But the question 
is now’ being revived with more energy, 
and it will no doubt give rise to con- 
siderable discussion, if not to down- 
right controversy.

Become Municipal Property 
After 25 Years. 


E. G. Lewis, Svayor of University 
City, announces that he will submit to 
commercial and. civic organizations and 
to the city a proposition for the con- 
struction of subway lines east and west 
end north and south, to compete with 
the United Railways ~ Co. Under his 
plan, as he outlines it, the city would 
incur no é@xpense and would have the 
right after 25 years to aequire the prop- 
erty by. paying the cost of construction. 

Mr. Lewis proposes to put up his prop- 
erty and improvements as\security for 
the underwriting of the subway bonds. 

He suggests that the subway property 
be held in trust by a committee 
composed of .the Mayor, the Comp- 
trcller, and the Governor and four 
members at large to be chosen 
by the voters of St. Louls. This 
committee would hold the stock and 
have charge of the bonds and exercise 
complete supervision.over the company’s 
finances for 2% years. 

At the expiration of the heestneship, if 
the city decides not to exercise its 
right to acquire the property, the trus- 
tees will turn the assets 
stockholders. A franchise 
years will be asked for if 
carried out. 

* As long as the property 1s owned by a 
private corporation 6 per dent of the net 
earnings, after deducting fixed and oth- 
er» charges will belong to the stock- 
holders. Earnings in excess of 6 per 
cent will go to the city. 

The east and west line, according to 
Mr. Lewis’ idea, should start at Union 
Market, connecting with the Illinois 
Traction Co.’s interurban lines and the 
lines of the Bast St. Louis & Suburban 
system, operating across Bads Bridge. 
The western terminus would be at Uni- 
versity City. The north and south line 
would extend along Grand avenue from 
Baden to Carondelet. 

Mr. Lewis figures that the cost of 
cohstruction will be approximately $1,- 
000,000 a mile, or about $16,000,000 for the 
two lines. He offers to provide prop- 
erty at University City for the western 
terminus. He thinks the city should 
furnish accommodations at Union Sta- 
tion for the eastern terminus.

‘ The resolution of the City Coupell concerning 
the street railway service is Tight, action. An in- 
cE | Veatigation too often represents evasion, . but it 
is. necessary as @ foundation for, wise, measures. 
In this case the points to be. covered by the spe- 
cials committee’s investigation -are~ specifically 
mentioned and the remédial purpose of the in- 
quiry is distinctly outlined: ie 

For four years the Post-Dispatch has urged 
the necessity of beginning the work of building 
a. subway to relieve the increasing congestion. It 
has urged unceasingly the need of enforcing the 
obligations. of the United Railways to the mu- 
nicipality and to the public. It has repeatedly 
directed attention to the inadequacy of the pres- 
ent service. This Council resolution follows a 
vigorous assault by the Post-Dispatch on the 
shortcomings and oppressions of a United 
Railways. 

The city can no longer ignore the defiant atti- 
tude of the United Raflways in refusing to pay 
the mill tax. Its contempt of the city’s action 
in imposing the tax, in lieu of the car tax, and 
of court decrees approving and enforcing it de- 
mands prompt and. effective action. The com- 
pany’s failure to supply adequate transportation 
facilities and to comply with municipal regula- 
tions justifies vigorous measures for thé public 
welfare. If the corporation persists in its dis- 
obedience to. law, the forfeiture of its charter is 
the logical end to seek. 

But with the best possible surface transporta- 
tion St. Louis cannot. be adequately served within 
a few years. Real rapid transit is unattainable 
with surface lines, The street space and tlie con- 
ditions of street traffic do not permit of ‘sufff- 
elent rapid facilities, The increasing congestion 
can be relisvei only by. elevated or underground 
lines. The tubway is far preferable and is rec- 
ognized as the final solution of the problem, If 
we begin to prepare for subways this year we will 
not have time tc complete them before the need 
will be overwhelming. Nothing would contribute 
more: to the comfort and convenience of &t 
Louisans and to the erowth of the city than ade- 
quate rapid transit. The Council is wise to link 
the subway with measures to improve the pres- 
ent service. ! 

The House of Delegates should adopt the,Coun- 
cil’s resolution at the next meeting. Then the 
work should be pushed. We indulge the hope 
that there be no relaxation of labor until every 
end embodied in the resolution is gained. 


What St. Louis needs is action, action, 
action.

UNITED STATES AS ABLE AS 
FRANCE TO PAY HIGH DUTIES 


President Taft Has Two Courses of 
Retaliation for French 
Discrimination. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—This coun- 
try is fully as able to pay the maximum 
rate of import :dutles imposed by France 
as that nation is to pay our maximum 
rates under the operation of the new 
tariff, according to Treasury officials 
anent the reported intention of France 
to impose her highest duties on eri- 
can products. 

Two retaliatory courses are at the dis- 
posal of President Taft—the application 
of the maximum rates with its burden of 
a 25 per cent #4 vaiorem duty on .-all 
French products, or what might prove 
even a severer blow to French trade, in- 
structions to the agents of the Agri- 
cultural Department to apply the pure- 
food law with all the rigor which it pos- 
sesses on French goods. 

France’s purpose to impose maximum 








| rates upon American products is not te- 


garded by this Government as evidence 
of an intention to enter upon e tariff 
war. The United States has enjoyed less 
advantages through the scaling of the 
French tariff than any other nation with 
which we held trade agreements under 
the Dingley law. 

France has given us her conventional 
rate on canned meats, fresh and dried

Industry Is Absorbed in 
he Manufacturing Phase 
of the Business, 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—The statisti- 
cians of the Geological Survey have 
just made public the figures. on the 
clay-mining industry for 1908 which 
show that Missouri ranks fourth in 
production, chiefly due to the extent 
of the large brick and tile factories in 


St. Louts. 

The report calls attention to the fact 
that as an industry, clay has little in- 
dividual importance. This is ascribed 
to the fact that nearly all thé clay pro- 
duced is mined by makers of clay prod- 
ucts and manufactured at of near the 
clay bank and because the commoner 
products are so low in price that the 
clay Cannot stand the cost of transpor- 
tation. Hence clay mining as 4 distinct 
industry is confined to clay used for 
making the highest grades of wares. 
In common. with other industries clay 
mining was not so prosperous in 1908 as 
in the ‘tone year. 


Output Runs Into Millions. 


The total quantity of clay mined in 
1908 was 1,723,901 short tons, valued at 
$2,599,986, a decrease in tons mined of 
21.06 per cent and in value of 2461 per 
Lcent from the figures for 1907. The pro- 
duction reported for 1908 is the smallest 
since 1904. The principal loss was in 
fire clay, though: all other varieties of 
clay shared the decrease in value, except 
paper clay and brick clay. These two 
clays showed increases in value, though 
paper clay declined in quantity. 

The leading clay-producing State was 
New Jersey, which. reported an output 
of 312,282 short tons, valued at $607,203; 
this was 18.11 per cent of the total] quan- 
tity of clay produced in the country and 
19.51 per cent of the total value. Over 
three-fourths of this we fire clay. 

Pennsylvania was the second State in 
both quantity and value, reporting 243.- 
157 tons, ‘or 14.11 per cent of the total 
quantity, valued at $466,385, or 17.94 per 
vent of the total value. This was a loss 
of 26.45 per cent in quantity, and 24.56 
per cent iri value from 1907. Fire clay_is 
‘the leading variety produced by this 
State, 73.84 per cent of the clay produced 
ahd 68.72-per cent of its value being for 
this variety. 

Ohio, the leading clay-working State, 
was third in quantity of clay mined 
and sold as such, reporting 242,787 tons, 
end fourth in value, reporting $174,063 
Missouri was fourth in quantity and 
third in value. 

Paper clay and brick clay are the 
only varieties that showed increases, ‘pa- 
per clay increasing in value $17,000, or 
5.78 per cent, thougn the quantity de- 
creased 1681 tons, or 2.54 per cent. Brick 
clay, which is of minor importance, 
showéd an increase In both output and 
value—b4, 24 and 88.01 per cent respective- 
ty.
